TREASURY MINUTE, dated the 4th June 1850, prescribing Arrangements for 
carrying into effect the Provisions of the Statute 13 Viet. c. 14, for the 
Repayment of Advances made and authorised to be made to Poor Law 
Unions and other Districts in Ireland. 



■ read tlle Act P assed in the present Session of Parliament 

intituled. An Act to authorise a further advance of Money to certain dis- 
tressed Poor Law Unions m Ireland, and to make provision for the Repayment 
of Advances made and authorised to he made to Poor Law Unions and other 
Districts m Ireland. 

With regard to the first object of this Act, viz., the issue of 300,000/. 
towards the discharge of debts of distressed unions in Ireland, my Lords have 
already issued preparatory instructions to the Poor Law Commissioners and 
re PO uired° elnnS rep0rt wfll ^ sudl further directions as may be 

The other duties imposed on this Board by the Act are— 

1. To ascertain the amount of the liabilities of the several unions and 
districts in Ireland in respect of the loans and advances alluded to in this 
Act upon ail account taken in each case up to such time as this Board shall 
think fit. 



2. To adjust and fix the proportional amount which, if this Act had not 
een passed, would have been borne by each townland or other denomination 
or place comprised in any such union or district. 

a 3. To 
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3. To charge on any such townland or other denomination or place, or on 
any electoral division comprising several of such townlands, an annuity for 
any term of years not exceeding 40, which my Lords shall deem to be equiva- 
lent to the proportionate amount of the liabilities which shall appear to be 
due from the same on the account to be taken as aforesaid up to the time to 
be fixed upon by my Lords. 

As, in order to carry out the foregoing enactment, it will be necessary that 
some very intricate and extensive calculations should be effected, my Lords 
are pleased to appoint for that purpose Deputy Commissary-general Stickney, 
an officer peculiarly qualified for the duty, with assistants to be selected by 
himself for similar qualifications, and to direct that Mr. Stickney, and the 
gentlemen who may be associated with him, shall proceed immediately to 
Dublin, and meet at an office which my Lords will provide for them there. 

Mr. Stickney will, immediately on his arrival, procure from the Paymaster of 
Civil Services in Ireland a statement of the sums which remain outstanding 
of the advances under the following Acts, viz., 1 Viet. c. 21 ; 9 Viet. c. 1 ; 
9 & 10 Viet. c. 107, and 10 & 1 1 Viet. c. 87 ; 10 Viet. c. 7 ; which statement must 
show the principal sums originally advanced, the county, barony, union, or 
electoral division, or part of an electoral division or district to which the 
advances were made, and which are now chargeable with the repayment, and 
the number and amount of instalments paid up, and of those outstanding, and 
the interest legally due thereon. 

From these materials Mr. Stickney will make out a general account up to 
30 September 1850, showing the liabilities under the conditions of the original 
advances (but subject to any alteration which was subsequently made in those 
conditions), reduced to principal money due on that day from the several dis- 
tricts (whether counties, baronies, unions, or electoral divisions) to which the 
advances were originally made. 

My Lords will desire the London Loan Commissioners to provide Mr. 
Stickney with a statement of the loans for workhouses in Ireland, now 
outstanding, showing the conditions on which the several sums are to be 
repaid, and the unions on which they are severally chargeable ; and he will 
proceed in the same manner to reduce the liabilities under these loans into 
principal money due on the 30th September 1850. 

As to the other sums to be consolidated under this Act, part of which are 
not yet advanced ; viz. — 

3 . The additional fund to be advanced for building workhouses under the 
Act 12 & 13 Viet. c. 86 ; 

2. The sum to be advanced out of the Irish Loan Fund under 11 & 12 Viet. 

c. 51 ; 

3. The sum of 300,000 1 . to be advanced under this Act, 

Mr. Stickney will procure an account of these advances, as they may be made, 
from the Poor Law Commissioners. 

Having procured all these materials, and having reduced them to principal 
money due on 30 September 1850, Mr. Stickney will prepare an account 
showing the aggregate compound principal sum which will be due on that day 
from each of the several districts (of whatever denomination they may be) to 
which the advances were originally made. 

The account thus prepared by Mr. Stickney will be transmitted to the Poor 
Law Commissioners in Ireland, to whom my Lords must intrust entirely the 
performance of the duties imposed upon this Board by the third section of the 
Act, as those Commissioners alone possess the information required to enable 
them to execute those duties, which are as follows, viz., after the inquiry by 
Mr. Stickney shall have been completed, “ to adjust and fix the proportionate 
amount which, if this Act had not been passed, would have been borne by each 
townland or other denomination or place comprised in any such union and 
electoral division, or in any such county, barony, half barony, county of a 
city, county of a town or other district, in respect of all the debts and liabilities 
(ascertained and stated in Mr. Stickney’s account as aforesaid), as well of the 
union and electoral divisions as of any such county, barony, half barony, county 
of a city, county of a town, or other district in which such townland or other 
denomination or place is comprised.” 
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When the Poor Law Commissioners shall have thus ascertained the total 
amount of debts and liabilities due in principal money on 30 September 1850 
chargeable upon any union, electoral division, townland, or district, indepen- 
dently of any other district, and shall have ascertained the wishes of the rate- 
payers in such district as to the period in which such debts should be dis- 
charged, they will report the same to this Board, with their opinion in regard 
to the period which should be fixed for the repayment, and their reasons for 
tlrn same ; and my Lords will, if they approve thereof, return the same with 
their sanction to Mr. Stickney. with directions to him to calculate the annuity 
which will be payable by such district in discharge of the debt due. 

In calculating these annuities, Mr. Stickney must assume’ the rate of interest 
to be 3 h per cent, per annum, and he must in all cases consider the annuities 
as accruing from the 30tli September 1850, the day on which the accounts of 
ail the former liabilities alluded to in the Act are to be closed, and that in all 
cases a whole year’s annuity will become payable in the course of the year 
ending 30 September 1851. ‘ 

Mr Stickney will forward the result of these calculations in duplicate to this 
JrJoard, and my Lords will transmit one copy of their award thereon to the Poor 
Law Commissioners for their guidance in calling upon the guardians of the 
cufrerent unions to raise rates sufficient for the payment of the annuities ; and 
the other copy to the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland, for his guidance 
in debiting the several unions in his books with the annuities chargeable upon 
them respectively. 1 

Transmit copies of the Act and of this Minute to Deputy Commissary-general 
Stickney, for his information and guidance ; and desire that, in case he should 
nnd any difficulty with respect to the principle upon which any calculation 
required in the course of these operations, or which mav be referred to him 
by the Poor Law Commissioners, should be based, he will apply for further 
instructions from my Lords, who will, if necessary, consult the actuary of the 
Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt as to the correct mode 
of proceeding. 

Inform him also that my Lords authorize him to select at present six persons 
whom he may consider best qualified to assist him in the execution of these 
duties, and desire that, he will report to my Lords the names and actual occu- 
pation of the persons he shall so select, when my Lords will consider the amount 
ot remuneration it will be proper to allow them; and my Lords will direct the 
??y™S, ster .°f ®v'l Services in Ireland to advance to him the sum of 1001. out of 
Civil Contingencies, to make such payments in advance as he and his assistants 
limy require. 

Desire he will render an account to my Lords, monthly, of these disburse- 
ments, commencing on the 1st July next. 

Inform him that my Lords will make a communication to the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works in Ireland, in order that they may provide, him with a 
suitable office, and will direct the Comptroller of the Stationery Office to furnish 
him with a sufficient supply of stationery, in conformity with the regulations 

Write to the Comptroller of the Stationery Office accordingly. 

Write to the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, informing them 
that my Lords having directed Deputy Commissary-general Stickney to pro- 
ceed to Dublin with an establishment under his directions, for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of the Act of the present Session of Parlia- 
ment, e. 14, my Lords desire that they will, after obtaining the sanction of 
the Lord Lieutenant, if necessary, allot him such apartments for an office as 
upon communicating with him, may appear to them sufficient for the purpose, 
and to him most convenient. 

. Transmit copies of this Act, and of this Minute, to the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners in Ireland for their information and guidance. 

Desire that they will select from their establishment proper persons for the 
execution of the duties imposed upon them by the Act and Minute, and that 
they will direct them to give every assistance in then- power to Mr. Stickney 
m any correspondence which . may arise in the execution of his duties; and 
that in case the operations in which they are employed shall involve any 
arithmetical calculations, they will apply to Mr. Stickney for advice and 
assistance.

Desire also that he will advance from Civil Contingencies the sum of 100/. 
on account to Mr. Stickney, to enable him to carry on this service. 

Write to the Commissioners of Public Works Loans desiring that they will 
transmit to Deputy Commissary-general Stickney, who has been appointed 
to carry into effect the provisions of the Act of the present Session of Parlia- 
ment, c. 14, in Ireland, a separate statement for each Poor Law Union to which 
they have made advances for building workhouses, showing the date of each 
advance, the date when the stipulated rate of interest is to commence, the 
rate of interest on the amount advanced, the date of repayment, including 
remissions, and the amount repaid and remitted. 



REPORT from the Commissioners for Administering the Laws for the 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland to the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, of the Steps taken by them, in concert with Deputy 
Commissary- General Stickne y, in accordance with the Directions contained 
in the above Minute- 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 19 December 1851. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland submit to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury the 
following Report of the steps taken by them, in concert with Deputy Commis- 
sary-general Stickney, to carry into effect the provisions of the statute 13 Viet, 
cap. 14, in pursuance of the instructions conveyed in their Lordships’ Minute 
of the 4th June 1850. 

The debts which have been consolidated and converted into equivalent 
annuities under that Act are the following : 

lstly. Advances made under the Act 1 Viet. c. 21, and under the Act 
9 Viet. c. 1 ; chargeable on the several baronies or half baronies in which 
certain public works were executed, for which advances were made under 
the above statutes, and leviable as part of the county cess raised on those 
districts. 

These loans had been made repayable by 20 equal instalments, payable at 
periods of eight and four months alternately, including interest calculated 
at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

The value of the unpaid portion of this debt on the 30tli September 1850 was 
found to be 170.232 /. 

2dly. Advances made under the Act 9 & 10 Viet. c. 10/ (commonly 
called the “ Labour Rate Act ”), as amended by the Acts 1 0 & 1 1 Viet. c. 8/, 
and 11 & 12 Viet. c. 51 ; chargeable on the baronies, half baronies, electoral 
divisions, parts of electoral divisions, and other districts within each county in 
which the sums advanced had been expended, under the first of the above 
statutes, and leviable together with the county cess from those districts. 
These . loans were at first made repayable by 20 half-yearly payments of 
annuities at 12 per cent, per annum, which under the provisions of 1 1 & 12 
Viet. c. 51, were in some cases converted into annuities of longer or shorter 
duration, but of the same value as the annuities originally charged. 

The value of the unpaid portion of this debt on the 30th September 1850 
was found to be 2,046,784 l. 

3dly. Advances made under the Act 10 Viet. c. 7, commonly called the 
<f Temporary Relief Act chargeable on the electoral divisions to which the 
advances were made under that Act, without interest, the principal sums 
being immediately repayable from the poor-rates. 
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The unpaid portion of this debt on the 30th September 1850 was found to 
be 783,228 1. 

4thly. Advances made under 1 & 2 Viet. c. 5fi, the first of the Irish Poor 
Law Acts ; chargeable on the union to which the advance in each case was 
made for the purpose of building a workhouse. 

These loans were made repayable by annual instalments of not less than 
one-twentieth of the sum borrowed, and to bear interest at five per cent 
which interest, however, was not to be required until one moiety of the loan’ 
according to the terms of the charge for securing the same, ought to have been 
repaid. 

Additional funds were authorised to be advanced for the same purposes 
and on the same terms, by the statutes 11 & 12 Viet. c. 51, and 12 & 13 Viet’ 
c. 86. 

The value of the unpaid portion of this debt on the 30th September 1850 
was ascertained to be as follows :

The large deduction of discount, in ascertaining the value of the loan on 
the 30th September 1850, arises from the forbearance of interest during the 
first half of the period of repayment under the original Poor Law Act. 

5thly. Advances made under the first section of the Consolidated Annuities 
Act, 13 Viet. c. 14, to discharge the debts of distressed unions and electoral 
divisions ; chargeable on the electoral divisions, the liabilities of which have 
been discharged by the advances so made. 

The total amount of this debt on the 30th September 1850 was 300,000/., 
the entire sum authorised by the Act. 

The total value of the several debts reduced to principal money on the 30th 
September 1850 was 4,422,951/. 

The districts on which the several advances had been declared chargeable 
by the Acts which authorised those advances to be made have been seen to be 
the following : baronies, half baronies, unions, electoral divisions, and parts of 
electoral divisions. 

These several kinds of districts having each different boundaries, are each 
■composed of a greater or less number of townlands ; and every townland in 
Ireland is situate wholly in some barony or half barony, and likewise situate 
wholly in some electoral division of some union. The debts, therefore, charge- 
able on baronies, half baronies, unions, or electoral divisions, were all divisible 
into debts chargeable on townlands ; and where two or more descriptions of 
debt were found chargeable on two or more districts having some, but not all of 
their townlands in common, it became necessary, in order to consolidate and 
•convert those debts into annuities, to resolve them into debts on the separate 
townlands comprised in the districts subject to the different charges, and to fix 
its proper proportion of the consolidated charge on each townland. This was, 
in fact,, the general course of procedure pointed out by the 3 d section of the 
Annuities Act, permission being given to charge the annuity on an electoral 
division in certain cases, in which it might be found that all townlands contained 
in an electoral division, as now constituted, were chargeable with precisely the 
same debts. 

The number of baronies and half baronies in Ireland is 330 ; the number of 
•unions is 163 ; of electoral divisions, 3,439 ; and of townlands, 60,760. 

Such being the nature of the task, the Commissioners received in their 
Lordships’ Minute of the 4th June 1850 their final instructions to proceed with 
•the necessary operations under the Act. 

In that Minute their Lordships announced the appointment of Deputy 
•Commissary-general Stickney to conduct the more intricate and difficult 
portion of the calculations, and to act in concert with, and assist the Com- 
unissioners as far as practicable in the conduct of the other calculations. 

19- A 3 The 
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The course of proceeding to be adopted under the terms of their Lordships 
Minute was as follows : 

1. The Paymaster of Civil Services was required, under their Lordships’ 
direction, to furnish Mr. Stickney with a statement of the amount of the debts 
remaining unpaid under the Acts 1 Viet. c. *21, 9 Viet. c. 1, 9 & 10 Viet. c. 107, 
and 10 Viet. c. 7 ; that is to say, with the amount of debt still due under the 
Employment of Labour Acts, and the Temporary Relief Acts. The London 
Loan Commissioners were directed to furnish Mr. Stickney with the amount of 
the debts still due for advances already made, under the Irish Poor Relief Acts, 
for the building of workhouses. The Poor Law Commissioners were required 
to furnish Mr. Stickney with the amount of the further advances made to 
unions from time to time for the building of workhouses ; and likewise with 
the amount of the sums advanced to pay the debts of distressed unions and 
electoral divisions under the 1st section of the Annuities Act. 

2. These materials having been collected from the parties severally respon- 
sible for supplying them correctly, Mr. Stickney’s duty was to calculate the 
precise value of the several debts still due on all the baronies, half baronies, 
unions, and electoral divisions or parts of electoral divisions, subject to the 
charges. 

This value was to be ascertained on the supposition that every debt was 
payable in principal money on the 30th September 1850 ; and the calculation 
of the amount which w r ould be payable on that day in respect of each debt, 
involved, of course, all the various considerations arising out of the terms on 
which the advances were originally secured, or out of the provision made for 
repayment by subsequent Acts ; such, for example, as the rate of interest, if 
any, and the number and duration of instalments, or of the annuities into which 
any of the debts had already been converted. 

3. The value of each debt on each district in principal money on the 30th 
September having been calculated by Mr. Stickney, the results ascertained from 
time to time were to be furnished by him to the Poor Law Commissioners, to 
whom the duty was assigned by their Lordships of distributing among townlands 
or electoral divisions, as the case might be, their respective shares of the district 
debts, and of consolidating the several debts thus found to be chargeable on 
each such townland or electoral division into one aggregate debt. 

4. The aggregate debt thus separately chargeable on each of the townlands 
or electoral divisions in a union having been ascertained, it was the duty of 
the Commissioners, after communicating with the Board of Guardians of the 
union, to report their own opinion to their Lordships as to the period most 
suitable for repayment of the debt, and the consequent number of annuities 
into which the principal sum payable on the 30th September 1850 ought to be 
commuted. 

5. Their Lordships’ award as to the period and number of the annuities having 
been made and communicated to Mr. Stickney, together with the Schedules 
prepared as above by the Poor Law Commissioners, showing the consolidated 
debt chargeable on each townland or electoral division in the union, it became 
Mr. Stickney’s duty to convert each of those debts into “ equivalent ” annui- 
ties of the prescribed duration and number, assuming interest at the rate of 
3 1 per cent, per annum as the basis of the calculation. 

6. Their Lordships having received from Mr. Stickney the Schedules contain- 
ing the annuities charged on the townlands or electoral divisions in the union, 
were then to transmit their final award thereon to the Poor Law Commissioners, 
and thus enable them to issue their sealed orders declaring the annuities in 
pursuance of the 4th and 5th sections of the Act. 

For the purpose of carrying out these instructions, a department was 
organized in the Poor Law Office, consisting, in the first instance, of 1 2 clerks 
previously employed on statistical work, and this number was soon afterwards 
increased to 18 ; the whole being placed under the immediate superintendence 
of Mr. Banks, the second on the list of the first-class clerks. Mr. Stickney was 
provided by their Lordships with a separate office in Dublin Castle, and was 
assisted by five clerks selected by him from the National Debt Office and else- 
where, as peculiarly fitted for the service. 
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The reduction of the several debts into principal money, although an appa- 
rently complicated operation, was not attended with any other difficulties than 
those which the professional skill of Mr. Stickney and his assistants was 
accustomed to contend with, and which were surmounted with the ease and 
confidence which might be expected from their experience and ability. Two 
Tables prepared by Mr. Sticlcney for the reduction into present value of the 
old grant loan annuities, under 1 Viet. c. 21, and 9 Viet. c. 1, appear to have 
been works of much intricacy, and were laid before their Lordships by 
Mr. Stickney on the 13tli June 1850. 1 

The first step taken by the Commissioners was to call for the Poor Law 
Valuation in force at the time of passing the Act (17 May 1850), for each 
townland situate in each union in Ireland, with a view to the apportionment of 
the several debts upon the districts which were thereafter to be charged with 
corresponding annuities. Although the Act itself is silent as to the basis to 
be used for this apportionment, it appeared that, inasmuch as the annuities 
were to be provided for by rates on property rateable to the relief of the poor 
in tovralands or electoral divisions, the debts which stood charged to baronies, 
unions, and electoral divisions ought to be distributed on townlands or elec- 
toral divisions in the direct proportion of the net annual value thereof as 
rated for the relief of the poor, according to the valuation in force at the time 
of the passing of the Act. 

On the receipt of the Townland Valuation Returns, it very soon became 
apparent that the most difficult part of the task devolving on the Commis- 
sioners would arise from the difficulty of obtaining- these data in a proper 
and satisfactory state for determining the apportionment of the debts. Pro- 
vision had been made by the Act 9 & 10 Viet. c. 110, for basing both poor- 
rates and county cess on a valuation to he made by the Commissioner of 
General V aluation for Ireland ; and the Commissioners were aware that for 
this purpose the sole standard and criterion of the boundaries and names of 
townlands in Ireland would be the survey made under the Act 6 Geo. -1, c. 99, 
the results of which survey are given in the maps called the Ordnance Survey- 
Maps. The boundaries and names laid down on those maps had already been 
used by the Commissioners in the sealed orders by which the boundaries of 
unions and electoral divisions in Ireland were altered (very recently) before 
the passing of the Annuities Act. It was found, however, on examining the 
Townland Valuation Returns, prepared according to the rates last made in 
each union before the 17th May 1850, that the denominations entered in the 
rate-books as those of townlands, were in numerous instances wholly different 
from those laid down on the maps ; other errors and discrepancies were also 
discovered by comparing these returns with the Ordnance maps, and with 
other documents available for the comparison. Denominations were returned 
as townlands which could not be found on the maps, and which appeared on 
inquiry to be only locally known. In other instances two or more townlands, 
or parts of townlands, were returned together as one denomination, the 
remaining portions being distributed among the adjoining townlands. 

Under these circumstances it became necessary for the Commissioners to 
obtain, through the union clerks, the means of reducing the boundaries of 
townlands, as set forth in the rate-books, to the boundaries established accord- 
ing to the Ordnance Survey ; and this proceeding involved a very voluminous 
correspondence. In almost every case it was necessary to send back tile 
return for amendment or explanation. I11 many cases the return was sent 
back several times with detailed comments and tracings from the. Ordnance 
maps ; and in a few instances these returns were not completed until more 
than 12 months had elapsed from the commencement of the proceedings. 

These difficulties arose mainly from the fact that in many districts the Poor 
Law Valuation was originally made before the publication of the Ordnance 
Survey Maps, and remained in force, with such partial revisions as became abso- 
lutely necessary from time to time, up to the period of the passing of the 
Annuities Act. The operations therefore rendered necessary to carry out the 
peculiar purposes of the Annuities Act have been the means of rectifying a 
large mass of discrepancy existing between the union rate-books and the 

1 9- a 4 Ordnance 
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Ordnance maps, and of bringing tlie names and boundaries of townlands in 
Ireland to the standard established by the survey under 6 Geo. 4, c. 99. 

The unions in the north of Ireland presented the fewest difficulties of the 
nature above described, because the results of the Ordnance Survey, which 
was concluded at an earlier period in the province of Ulster than elsewhere, 
were available when the poor-law unions were first formed, and accordingly 
had been made the basis of the original poor-law valuation and rate-books. 
There were likewise in fewer instances baronial debts outstanding in that 
district, and this circumstance admitted of the annuities being charged on 
electoral divisions, instead of townlands, to a considerable extent. The Com- 
missioners were enabled, therefore, very soon after receiving from Mr. Stick- 
ney the debts of the several districts in Down and Antrim reduced to principal 
money, to use the materials for applotment derived from the Valuation Returns ; 
and they were soon afterwards led to consider the adoption of some principle 
for determining the period for repayment of the debt, and the consequent 
number of annuities into which they should recommend their Lordships to 
convert the consolidated debts in each union. 

Iu considering this subject, it seemed unnecessary to incur the increased 
amount of detail, both in the first calculations and in the subsequent accounts, 
which would have arisen from assigning a different period for repayment to 
different electoral divisions situate in the same union. For the most part the 
pressure of local taxation on electoral divisions in Ireland weighs more or less 
heavily, according to the district in which they are situate ; and although the 
effect of the alteration of boundaries, in the years 1849 and 1850, which gene- 
rally resulted in a reduction of the area, was to increase considerably the 
inequality of rating as between different electoral divisions of the same union, 
it did not, upon the whole, appear desirable to complicate the process of cal- 
culation, and to risk its completion within the given time, by assigning a dif- 
ferent period for repayment to different electoral divisions in the same union, 
whereby it would become necessary to determine this sometimes difficult point 
in 3,439 cases instead of 163, and to enter into correspondence on the subject 
with the ratepayers of electoral divisions instead of the Boards of Guardians 
of unions. 

This determination, however, induced, as an unavoidable consequence, the 
necessity of fixing the period of repayment, not in reference to the average 
condition of all the electoral divisions in a union, but in reference to the con- 
dition and probable future solvency of the worst circumstanced among the 
divisions ; and their Lordships not objecting to this course, the following rule 
was, after some experience of its working, submitted to them by the Commis- 
sioners, and received their Lordships’ approval. 

Rule for determining the Duration of the Annuities to be charged on the 

several Districts in Ireland, under the Pro-visions of the Act 13 Viet. c. 14. 

1. Where the poundage of county cess, together with the poundage expendi- 
ture in the division subject to the highest charge in the year ended 29th 
September 1849, added to the average poundage required to pay a 10 years’ 
annuity, does not amount to 4 s. in the pound, the duration of the annuities 
to be recommended to the Lords of the Treasury to be 10 years. 

2. Where the same rates and expenditure, including the poundage required 

to pay a 15 years’ annuity, are more than 4 s. and less than 5 s. in the pound 
the period to be 15 years. ' 

3. Where the same rates and expenditure, including the poundage of a 20 

years annuity, are more than 5 s. and less than 6 s. in the pound, the period 
to be 20 years. 1 

4. Where the same rates and expenditure, including the poundage of a 30 
years’ annuity, are more than 6 s. and less than 7 s. in the pound, the period 
to be 30 years. 

5. Where the same rates and expenditure, including the poundage of a 40 
years’ annuity, exceed 7 s. in the pound, the period to be 40 years. 

In 
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In submitting, as they were requested to do, a rule of this kind to their 
Lordships, the Commissioners described it as a rule which they had framed to 
assist ill determining the period, without binding themselves to adopt the 
results in all cases ; and they pointed out that the circumstances to be dealt 
with m different parts of Ireland were very different, and that all the considera- 
tions which ought to be looked at in determining the period of repayment 
could not be embraced in a rule of this nature. 

Among the considerations which may be called extraneous to the rule are 
the following : — 

Firstly. The extent of the consolidated debt, compared with the valuation in 
each case, resulting in an average poundage on the entire valuation of each 
union. 



Secondly. The existing period for repayment of the debt. In cases in which 
the effect of the rule was to lessen the period of repayment considerably it 
would seem inexpedient, even where the pressure of local taxation was com- 
paratively light, to add to the ordinary poundage of the rates a very high 
poundage for repayment of the annuity; a course which, as the Act directs a 
third part only of the lodgments of rate to be reserved, would manifestly result 
m an accumulation of arrear on the annuities, and thereby protract the period 
of actual payment, while it tended to produce dissatisfaction on the part of the 
ratepayers. 



. Thirdly. The expressed wish of the Board of Guardians. This in a few 
instances, was in favour of a shorter period than the rule would give In 
pursuance of the directions contained in their Lordships’ Minute, the Com- 
missioners afforded every Board of Guardians the opportunity of express- 
ing their views as to the extent of the period. The form of circular will be 
found in the Appendix to this Report. It contains a tabular statement show- 
ing the serious effect of a long period in augmenting the total payment on 
account of the debt, while it lightens the burthen to be borne in each particular

Fourthly. The present relative condition of the union, which through some 
accidental cause might be very ill represented by the expenditure of the worst 
circumstanced electoral divisions in 1 849. The year ended 29th September 
1849 was the latest year available for the purposes of this rule, because in the 
course of the succeeding year the boundaries of many unions and electoral 
divisions were altered, and it was impossible to assign to the unions and elec- 
toral divisions as existing at the close of the year 1849-50, any account of a 
past year s expenditure This circumstance was most favourable to those unions 
the guardians of which desired a long period; for the expenditure of 1848-49 
was reduced in the following year by 33 per cent., and in the next vear by r >0 
per cent, very nearly. " ■ 

Notwithstanding the exceptions occasionally made to the operation of the 
rule on the several grounds above mentioned, it will be seen from the accom- 
panying tabular statement, prepared to illustrate the working of the rule that 
it lias been permitted to operate ill the large majority of the unions. ’ 

T w 16 fcst e “ e P tlons w ' 11 ^ wiu ° ccur t0 the eye on an examination of the 
Table, aie the cases of Oldcastle and Carrickmacross Unions, to each of 
which tlie rule would give 40 years. The grounds of departure in the 
Oldcastle case, in which 30 years was the period assigned, was the greatly 
impioved state of the union since 1849, and the fact that 40 years would 
have been too considerable an extension of the period which the several 
debts had to run ; the workhouse loan being payable in 12 years, and the 
lahom -late m 8 A years. The period of 20 years only was assigned to Car- 
nckmacross, while tlie rule gave 40, on the same grounds as in the Oldcastle 
case, the workhouse loan and labour-rate having precisely the same period 
to run as in Oldcastle, while the average poundage of the annuity on Car- 
nckmaci'oss (see fifth column in the Table), with a 20 years’ period is only 
3 1 a. m the pound. J r J 

On the other hand, the unions of Dromore West, Clones, Castleblayney, and 
Ballyshanuon, by the strict operation of the scale, should each have had a

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period of 20 years ; but as this period produced the average poundages of 8 2 d., 
bid. , 5 Id., and 7 hd. ; the period of 30 years was given, producing 6£d., 4 d. 3 
4 \d. 3 and 5 Id. respectively. 

In Clogher and Enniskillen Unions, while the scale would give 30 years, 20 
years only have been assigned, producing poundages of 2 Id. and Ad. respec- 
tively. The highest rated division of Clogher Union expended only Is. 8 d. in 
the pound in the year 1850-51, and the highest rated division of Enniskillen 
Union 1 s. 6$d. in the pound. 

The union of Carlow would have had 30 years by the scale, but the 
guardians proposed 20 years only. 

In the cases of Kilkenny, Monaghan, Milford, Castlecotner, and Lisnaskea, 
the rule would have given a period of 1 5 years. A period of 20 years has 
been assigned in these cases, in order to reduce the amount of the average 
poundage, and because the combined poundages of the highest rated electoral 
divisions touched very closely on the 20 years’ period in each case. The tatter 
remark applies likewise to Castletown Delvin, which by the scale, should have 
15 years, instead of 20. The average poundage in this case is only 2 d . ; and 
it is necessary to explain that a wrong division had been selected for the calcu- 
lation, and that the error was not discovered in time to alter the period. It 
may be observed, however, that the workhouse loan of this union, which is a 
new one, would have had 20 years to run under the Poor Law Acts. 

In Navan Union the strict operation of the scale would have given 20 years, 
but the known condition of the union appeared to justify a period of 15, which 
resulted in an average poundage on the union of only 3 j} d. The highest rated 
division of this union expended 3 5. \hd. in the pound in 1850-51, and this 
expenditure, together with the average poundage of the annuity on the same 
division, is 3 s. 61 d. 

In Lowtherstown and Rathdrum, the scale would have given a period of 10 
years. A period of 15 years was, however, assigned in these cases, partly on 
account of the time which the workhouse loans had still to run, and in the 
case of Lowtherstown, to reduce the average poundage, which it will be seen is 
still 4 Id. 

The Londonderry Union would have had 15 years by the scale, but the 
average poundage of a 10 years’ period is only 2 g d. 

Newtown Limavadv and Belfast would each have had 15 years by the scale, 
but the guardians of the former proposed 10 years, and the guardians of 
Belfast five years ; a request which was complied with in both cases. 

The above enumeration comprises every case of departure from the rule 
framed for determining the duration of the period of repayment. 

After the receipt of their Lordships’ award of the period for repayment in 
each case the calculation of the equivalent annuities proceeded with ease and 
dispatch, and was conducted wholly by Mr. Stickney’s assistants, with the aid 
of certain tables specially constructed by him, and printed for the purpose of 
these calculations. 

The Commissioners on receiving the annuities charged on the electoral 
divisions and townlands comprised in any union, together with their Lord- 
ships’ determination as to the “ day of payment,” at once issued the requisite 
order to the guardians and their treasurer, under the 4th and 5th sections 
Pngcs u-j n ml 34. 0 f the Act. The forms of order used will be found in the Appendix to this 
Report. 

Table II, page 16 . The Table No. II, in the Appendix, shows the date and other particulars 
connected with the sealed orders. 

Page 37. A circular sent with the sealed order to each treasurer is also given in the 
Appendix. 

The total number of annuities which have been thus separately charged on 
townlands or electoral divisions is about 45,000. 

The number of separate single calculations necessary to the applolment, con- 
solidation, and conversion of the debts into annuities, are estimated to have 

been 
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been 270,000. Every one of these was clone in duplicate, in order to secure 
accuracy; thus producing a total of 540,000 separate calculations. Nearly 
one-half of the whole number of calculations, including all those connected 
with the reduction to principal money, and all those connected with the con- 
version into annuities, were conducted in Mr. Stickney’s department. 

The force employed on this duty in the Poor Law Office was wholly engaged 
for several months at the outset in examining theTownlaud Valuation Returns, 
and preparing the data upon which the applotments were to be made ; a work 
which may be estimated to have occupied fully one-half the whole amount of 
time and labour employed. Scarcely any of the calculations, in fact, were 
touched in this office during the first six months, it being quite as much as 
could he accomplished to provide materials to keep Mr. Stickney’s force em- 
ployed during that period. For the remainder of the time (about nine months) 
the chief part of Mr. Banks’s assistants, as welt as the whole of Mr. Sticknev’s, 
were employed on the calculations. 

Large as was the force employed, it would not have been possible to com 
plete the duty within the time assigned without at least one-third more hands 
had it not. been for the use of the scales introduced by Mr. Stickney whicli 
enable one person to perform a much larger number of calculations in a given 
time than by the ordinary methods, and with much greater ease to himself 
and far greater certainty of accuracy. These scales, which the Commissioners 
are informed, enable a person acquainted with decimal arithmetic to perform 
calculations more rapidly than by the use of logarithmic tables in the ratio of 
about 100 to 60, are now in use by the clerks of this office in completing the 
process of adjustment of townland liabilities as existing at the time of the 
recent change of boundaries, with a great saving of public time and expense 
in the conduct of those operations. 1 

The thanks, therefore, of this department are especially due to Mr. Sticknev 
for the facility afforded by this simple but ingenious contrivance and also 
for the zealous co-operation and assistance which he afforded on every occasion 
on which it was required during the performance of this great and important 



The issue of sealed orders declaring the annuities having commenced as 
early as 30th January 1850, and having finally closed on the 28tli September 
1851, a good deal of time has now elapsed in most eases for testing the aceu 
racy of the work, submitted, as it has been, to a rigid scrutiny by "the parties 
interested in the correctness ot the applotments and calculation ' 



In all cases m which it has been suggested that error exists in the sealed 
orders issued under the Act, the Commissioners have invariably supplied the 
Boards of Guardians of unions, when requested to do so, with specific informa- 
tion regarding the materials on which the calculations were based ; and they 
have extended this privilege to individual ratepayers when seeking explana- 
tion regarding the annuities charged on townlands in which they were person 
ally interested. ' 1 ' 

Such explanation has been frequently sought both by Boards of Guardians 
and individuals, under the apprehension of errors having crept into the calcu- 
lations , and in the great bulk of such cases the information given appears 
to have been satisfactory to the parties seeking it. " 

All the cases in which actual error lias yet been discovered have (with one 
exception I arisen from inaccuracies in the returns of valuation of townlands 
supplied to this office by the clerks of unions. The occasional occurrence of 
such errors could not be avoided here, notwithstanding the great care, taken to 
correct all mistakes either patent on the face of the returns, or detected by 
comparison of other documents. 

In all these cases the Commissioners have, with their Lordships’ approval, 
determined on rectifying errors wherever and whenever they may be disco- 
vered, by so altering the annuities charged on townlands or electoral divisions, 
as the case may he, as to remove every ground of complaint from parties 
who m consequence of such errors have been overcharged; and in the two 
special cases of Tulla and Ennistymon, it has been found necessary, in conse-

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quence of the numerous inaccuracies discovered in the Valuation Return after 
the issue of the sealed orders, to rescind the orders with a view to a complete 
reapplotment and recalculation of the whole. 

It is very gratifying to the Commissioners to he enabled to report to their 
Lordships that, notwithstanding the close scrutiny to which the sealed orders 
have been subjected, not one single instance, of error arising from miscalcula- 
tion, either in this department or that of Mr. Stickney, has to this time been 
detected. The only instance yet discovered, in which error arose otherwise 
than through inaccurate returns of the valuation, was a case in which a trans- 
position of figures accidentally occurred with regard to two adjoining lines on 
the Annuities Tables. This error has been corrected. 




In conclusion, the Commissioners submit to their Lordships herewith a 
tabular statement, which shows in reference to each union in Ireland, the 
amount of the various consolidated liabilities, the aggregate amount of the 
annuities in the union, and the average poundage caused by the annuities on 
that electoral division of the union which is subject to the highest average 
poundage for the annuities.

Sir, 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
1850. 



I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor m 
Ireland to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to the -id and 3d sections ot the 
Act to make provision for the repayment of advances made, and authorized to be made, o 
Poor Law Unions and other districts in Ireland (13 Viet. c. 14), a copy of which is . 
enclosed. 



It will be seen by those sections that power is given to consolidate the debts and liabi- 
lities of unions, electoral divisions, and other districts, in respect of workhouse loans, 
advances under the Temporary Relief Act, and loans under certain other Acts referred to 
in the 1st section, and to charge on each townland, or other denomination or place com- 
prised in the district on which such debts and liabilities are now chargeable, an annuity 
equivalent to the proportionate amount of such debts and liabilities to which each such 
townland is liable, such annuities not to be of longer duration than 40 yearn. 



The Commissioners have received the directions of the Lords Commissioners of Hci 

Majesty’s Treasury to report to their Lordships on the proposed duration, in each union, 
of the annuities so to be created ; and the Commissioners request, that if the Board of 
Guardians should be desirous of expressing any views on this subject, they will take the 
matter into consideration at their earliest convenience. 



The advances to be consolidated and converted into annuities are the following 



1st. The present value of the outstanding instalments of 
the workhouse loans, the amount of such instal- 
ments being -------

2 d. The amount remaining due on account of electoral 
divisions in respect of advances under the Tem-

The proportion chargeable to the union or any electoral 
division thereof in respect of advances made to any 
barony, part of which is comprised therein (the pre- 
cise proportion to be hereafter ascertained) under 
the Labour Rate Acts. 



It will be seen by the 3d section of the Act that the duration of the annuity subject to 
the limit prescribed by the Act, will be finally determined by the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury ,• but before the duration in each case is so determined, the Commissioners 
have been authorized to elicit the views of the Board of Guardians on the subject, and for 
this purpose to afford them all the practical information in their power. 



The following Table, showing the amount of an annuity equivalent to 100 1. cash, cal- 
culated on the rate of interest of 3 J per cent., for various terms of years, may be of use 
to the Board of Guardians in forming an opinion on this subject.

CAVAN UNION. 

TO the Guardians of the Poor of the Cavan Union, and to all other Persons whom 
it may concern. 

\\ hereas in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the thirteenth year of the 
reign of her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, intituled, “ An Act to authorize a further 
Advance of Money to certain distressed Poor Law Unions, and to make Provision for the 
Repayment of Advances made and authorized to be made to Poor Law Unions and other 
Districts in Ireland,” the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have transmitted 
to us, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, a 
Statement showing all the annuities which should be charged on the townlands and places 
comprised in the several electoral divisions of the Cavan Union, in repayment of the debts 
due by the guardians of the poor of the said union in respect of the sums advanced as 
loans for building and enlarging the workhouse of the said union, and in respect of sums 
advanced for the temporary relief of destitute poor persons, for the employment of the 
labouring poor, and for the extension and promotion of public works, and in respect of sums 
advanced under the provisions of the said Act towards the discharge of certain debts and 
liabilities ; and directing and determining the continuance of the said annuities, and the 
days of payment thereof respectively : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, and of the directions given 
unto us by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury in this behalf, we do 
hereby order and declare that the amount of the annuity to be charged under the said Act 
on any townland or place in the said union, shall be the amount set forth in the second 
column of the Schedule hereunto annexed, opposite to the name of such townland or place 
set forth in the first column of the said Schedule, and each and every such townland and 
place is hereby charged annually with the amount so set opposite to the name of such town- 
land or place in the said Schedule, to commence from the 30th day of September, in the 
year 1850, and to continue for 40 years ; and for the purpose of making provision for pay- 
ment of such annuities, the day of payment of the several annuities hereby charged shall be 
the 10th day of July, in the year 1851, and the same day in each succeeding year. 

And we do hereby order and direct the guardians of the poor of the said union to proceed 
in relation to every annuity hereby charged according to the provisions of the said Act, and 
in the first rate to be made on any electoral division, comprising any townland or place, 
hereby charged with any separate annuity, after the yearly day of payment of such annuity 
in every year, so long as such annuity shall remain payable, to assess and raise the yearly 
sum payable in respect of the annuity which, under this order as aforesaid, is charged 
on such townland or place, by a rate on the rateable hereditaments comprised in such 
townland or place, in addition to the rate made thereon for the general purposes of the 
electoral division ; and such addition to the rate shall be deemed to be part of the rates 
made upon and belonging to the electoral division, and shall be collected accordingly, and 
lodged with the treasurer of the union to the credit of such electoral division.

TO the Treasurer of the Cavan Union, and to all other Persons whom it may concern : 



Whereas, m pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the thirteenth year of the 
reign of Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled, “ An Act to authorize a further 
advance of Money to certain distressed Poor-law Unions, and to make Provision for the 
repayment of Advances made and authorized to be made to Poor-law Unions and other 
Districts in Ireland,” and in pursuance of the directions contained in a statement trans- 
mitted to us by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, showing all the 
annuities which should be charged on the townlands and places comprised in each electoral 
division of the Cavan Union, under the said Act, and directing and determining the con- 
tinuance of the said annuities, and the days of payment thereof respectively we the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, have issued an Order 
under our seal, bearing date the 10th day of July instant, and addressed to the guardians 
ot the said union, setting forth the amount, duration, and day of payment of the annuity 
to be charged on each townland or place situate in the several electoral divisions of the said 
union, and directing the guardians to proceed in relation to every such annuity according 
to the provisions of the said Act : J 6 



Now, therefore, m further pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, we do set forth 
herein the aggregate amount payable m each year on account of the annuities charged 
under the said Act on all the townlands and places situate in each electoral division of the

And we do hereby order and direct you, the treasurer of the said union, in case the 
Board of Guardians shall not sooner pay the respective annuities so charged, from all 
lodgments made with you from time to time of the first or any subsequent rate or rates on 
account of each electoral division in the union, after every yearly day of payment of such 
annuities, to reserve one equal third part of all such lodgments, and place the same to the 
credit of the electoral division, in an account to be entitled the “ Electoral Division Loans’ 
Repayment Account,” until the aggregate amount of the annuities charged on all the 
townlands and places situate in such electoral division, and all arrears, if any, in respect 
of any previous year or years, shall have been received and placed to such account as 
aforesaid, and from time to time to pay over all sums so reserved as aforesaid into the 
Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to a separate account, in the name of the Paymaster of 
Civil Services in Ireland, to be entitled the “ Loans’ Repayment Account.” 

Provided that where any sum leviable under our orders of the 13th day of June 1849 
and the 23d day of December 1850, on any electoral division of the said union, for the 
purposes of a general rate-in-aid remains unpaid, the said one-third part of such lodg- 
ments in respect of rates on account of such electoral division shall not be applied to any 
payment in respect of annuities under this Order, until the sum leviable under the said 
Orders of the 13th day of Junel849 and the 23d day of December 1850 is paid ; but after 
payment of the sum so leviable, the one equal third part of all subsequent lodgments in 
respect of such rates as aforesaid shall be carried to the said “ Loans’ Repayment 
Account,” and applied according to the provisions of the hereinbefore recited Act, until the 
aggregate amount of all sums which may have become due in respect of the said annuities 
shall be discharged. 

And we do hereby order and direct that the said “ Loans’ Repayment Account” shall 
be kept in the following forms ; (that is to say,)

during the year succeeding such annual day of payment, with the date of such lodgment, 
together with the name of the collector making the same ; and on the credit side of the 
same account shall be entered the amount of the equal third part reserved of each lodg- 
ment in pursuance of this order.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, 1851. 

In transmitting to you the accompanying copy of an Order which has been issued by the 
Commissioners for administering the Taws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, in pursuance 
of the 5th section of the Repayment of Advances Act (13 Viet. c. 14), setting forth the 
aggregate amount of the annuities chargeable on the several townlands or other denomina- 
tions within each electoral division of the Union, and the yearly day of 

payment of such annuities, I am directed by the Commissioners to call your particular 
attention to the following provision, which is contained in the section referred to, in regard 
to the payment of the annuities : — 

“ And in case the Board of Guardians shall not sooner pay the same, the said treasurer 
shall, from all lodgments made with him from time to time of the first or any subsequent 
rate or rates on account of each such electoral division in the union, after every 
yearly day of payment of such annuities, reserve one equal third part thereof, and place 
the same to the credit of the electoral division, in an account to be entitled the ‘ Loans’ 
Repayment Account/ until the aggregate amount which shall become payable from time 
to time on account of the annuity charged on such electoral division, or, as the case may 
require, the annuities charged on all the townlands and other denominations and places, 
if any, in such electoral division, and all arrears, if any, in respect of any previous year or 
years, shall have been received, and placed to such account as aforesaid, and the treasurer 
of the union shall pay over from time to time all sums so reserved as aforesaid into the 
Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to a separate account, in the name of the Paymaster 
of Civil Services in Ireland, to be entitled the ‘ Loans’ Repayment Account.’ ” 

I am at the same time to state that the requisite account, entitled the " Loans’ Repay- 
ment Account,” has been opened at the Bank of Ireland by the Paymaster of Civil Services, 
and the remittances which may be made by you to that account should be made ia the 
same way as the payments heretofore on account of rate-in-aid, particular care being taken 
to make the remittances to the proper account, viz., the “ Loans’ Repayment Account.”

the Commissioners to carry out the Directions contained in the Treasury 
Minute of 21st October 1851 ; together with a Form of Circular addressed 
to the Treasurers of the several Unions which contain any Electoral Division 
or Divisions for which the Annuity is proposed to be remitted under the 
Authority of that Minute. 



COPY of Treasury Minute, dated the 21st October 1851, authorising the 
Treasurers of Unions to retain, pending the Decision of Parliament, certain 
Sums which would otherwise be paid to the Paymaster of Civil Services, 
under Act 13 Viet. c. 14. 

My Lords have had under their consideration the memorials which have 
been received from many unions in Ireland, in reference to the consolidated 
annuities charged upon them under the Act 13 Viet. c. 14, stating various 
grounds upon which relief is sought, in some cases, from any repayment of the 
annuities, but more generally urging a postponement of payment. 

My Lords are of opinion that the present state of the greater part of Ireland 
does not call for any relief from the operation of the Act ; and it must be 
borne in mind that these annuities are payable in respect of loans which have, 
or ought to have been in course of repayment ; that the terms of repayment 
have been rendered easier by the extension of the period, and that the whole 
of Ireland has been exempted from any payment on this account during the 
past year. 

My Lords, however, cannot doubt that there are districts in which relief 
must be given. 

In the case of those districts, for instance, where the local resources are 
insufficient to meet the ordinary expenditure for the relief of the poor, and 
where it is necessary to have recourse to assistance from the Rate-in- Aid Fund 
for this purpose, it cannot be expected that further sums for the payment of 
the consolidated annuities can be raised. 

With regard to postponement, my Lords are of opinion that such a course 
would only tend to prolong a feeling of uncertainty as to future payments. 

It is a great object to restore confidence to the owners and occupiers of land 
in the distressed districts in Ireland ; and, with this view, the demands of the 
Government ought to be definite both in amount and also in time. 

My Lords think, therefore, that remission of payment either altogether, or 
to a certain extent, according to the circumstances of each district, is far prefer- 
able to postponing the payments; but the sanction of Parliament must be 
obtained before any definitive measure for this pui'pose can be carried into 
*- effect. 

It is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to submit a measure to 
Parliament with this object early next Session, 

In the meantime my Lords are prepared to adopt the following course in 
anticipation of the measure to be submitted to Parliament : 

The Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland are authorised to direct the trea- 
surer of any union in Ireland to retain in his hand any sum which he may 
have received from, or on account of any electoral division in which the expen- 
diture for the relief of the poor in the year ending 29th September 1851 has 
amounted to four shillings in the pound on the valuation then in force, and 
not to pay over to the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland the annuity due 
from such electoral division for the current year ; and where the annuity for 
the current year, added to such expenditure, amounts, for any electoral division, 
to a sum exceeding four shillings in the pound on such valuation, to pay over 

to 
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to the Paymaster of Civil Services such sum only, in respect of the annuity, as, 
together with the charge for relief of the poor in the past year, will amount to 
four shillings in the pound, and to retain the remainder in his own hands. 

Her Majesty’s Government will propose to Parliament that the sum so 
retained in respect of the annuities due for the current year shall be entirely 
remitted.

By direction of the Commissioners for Administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland, I have the honour to forward, for the information of the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, the accompanying Table, 
whieh has been prepared from the sealed orders of the Commissioners, declaring 
the annuities under the Act 13 Viet. c. 14, and from returns lately obtained 
from clerks of unions, in order to enable the Commissioners to carry out the 
directions contained in their Lordships’ Minute of the 21st October last. 

The Commissioners send at the same time, for the further information of 
their Lordships, a form of circular, which has been addressed to the treasurers 
of the several unions which contain any electoral division or divisions, for 
whieh the annuity is proposed to be remitted under the authority of the above- 
mentioned Minute.

Under the authority of instructions received from the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury, the Commissioners for Administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland hereby direct, that, instead of your paying over 
to the credit of the Paymaster of Civil Services “ Loans Repayment Account ” 
at the Bank of Ireland, on account of each electoral division of the union, 
the entire sums named in the Commissioners’ Order declaring the same, you 
shall retain in your hands the sum named in the third column of the enclosed

The Schedule hereto annexed has been framed from a Return received from 
the clerk of the union, which the Commissioners assume to be correct ; but, in 
the event of any errors being hereafter discovered in the Return, the sums 
inserted in the columns of the Schedule will be subject to correction.
